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lo The KPD has ordered all KPD functionaries who have migrated to the Russian 
»one since 19L5 to return to Vfcst Germany even if they are at present holding 
other Party jobs in the Russian zone* They shall serve to reactivate the KPD 
in the 'Test Germany* They will be placed in the KPD organization where they 
may apply their experience gained in the Russian Zone to advantage* 

2o Since 1 October 1951* the Social Democratic Action group (Sozialdemokratische 
Alrtion) has been known as the Socialistic Action (Sozialistische Alrtion) as 
a result of a lawsuit by the SIT). The monthly budget of the group was raised 
in October from the usual 25*000 to IiO,OQO west marks* In September the 
head of the SDA in Ilessen, Georg Bohland, resigned and joined the Klug splinter 
group® Bohland was also second president of the Committee for the Prevention 
of Rearmament, against Remilitarization, and for the Reunification of Germany 
in 1951 (Ausochuss zur Veriiinderung der Tiederaufrllstung* gegen Reroi li tarisie rung , 
und ftir die ' Tie de rve re ini. gung Deutschlands im Jahre 1951; (AV.7H17DJ) which may 
be considered a sister organization ctf the SDA. 

3 * On 7 October 1951* a meeting of the German Tori sere f Committee against Remili- 
tarization (Deutsches Arbeiterkomitee gegen Rcmilitarisierung ) was held at 
KXosterstrasee 132* Dtlsseldorf , under the chairraansliip of Karl Jungmann of 
Heme (Ruhr), Vor dem Ilofe 34, at which 15 secretaries from all states in 
Test Gemary and representatives from Hesjen were present* Jungmann described 
the goals of the Committee to include the following : 

To prevent ratification of the Schramm Plan, 

To popularize the Volks kammer appeal. 

To divide rank-and-file Social Democrats from Ihe party leadership. 

To protest the high cost of living. 

To enlist the union members* It Is preferable to win over Social Demo- 
crats, as they have a platform, rather than non-party members* 

To oppose the decisions of the Foreign Ministers* Conference at Rome. 
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u. The Democratic Women's League of Germany (Demolcratiscber Fraueribund Deutschlands) 
has formed a front organization called the Women's league for Friendship with 
Neighboring Peoples (Frauenbttadnis fflr Freundschaft mit den lJachbarvalksrn), 

The head of this new organization in Munich is Franziska Lackner, Hans Dfllferere- 
strasse, Munich, who runs an organization office at Blutenburgstrasse 66, 

Munich, Lilli Neveimy, Emma Machcnbaucr, Enilie Schuiig, and Anna Maria 
Welkcrt of Munich are some other women connected with this organization. 

■Jo The Committee of Victims of Fascism and War (Komitee der Opfer des Faochismus 
und des Krieges) comb ires resistance fighters and war victims including widows 
and orphans in one organization, whereas the WN (Verein der Verfolgten des 
Nazismus) included only victims of fascism and corresponded to the East German 
Victims of Fascism (Opfer des Faschismus)* The Committee is the German branch 
of the International Union of Resistance Fighters (Internationale Vereinigung 
der WiderstandskSmpfer) (FIR). The cadre of the Gcsanittee is formed by former 
members of the WN 0 The German branch is led by Franz Dahlem and Walter Bartel. 

6. A meeting of representatives of the organizations Die Burg, Dritte Front, 
Friedenskorps West, aid Statte der Begegnung in a German Congress for Active 
Neutrality (Deutscher /Congress fttr aktive Neutralitat) to be held on 19 August
